Under this heading the Mail and 
Empire produces the following edit- 
erial which is not more notable for 
freatment of the subject with which 
ié claims to deal than for the ineid- 
ental side-light thrown upon the tar- 
aff polfey for which the Mail and 
Empire stands. : 

“The marked reduction which the 
Canadien Pacific Railway Company 
has made in its tariff on west-bound

Very intimate t! ide relations have 
been established in that region by 
our enterprising neighbors. They 
are attentive to all details, being 
prompt to forward parts of mach- 
fjmery required to repair the resuit 
of an accident or of wear and tear. 


Some of those pushful Americans ex- 
tend credit quite liberally, and try 
to attach trade by carrying accounts 
as our ‘Ontario traders have always 
dene. for the accommodation of the 
west. No doubt the very large in- 
flux of settlers from the other side 
of the line has exercised an influence 
on the side of -American goods, 
Brands and specialities to which they 
had become accustomed before they 
came to Canada they will still be in- 
duced to put the same in stock. But 
the large trade connection could nev- 
er have been built up had the ship- 
pers of the United States not en- 
joyed special advantages that had no 
relation whatever to the merit or 
the popularity of their wares. One 
advantage is that of low customs 
duties. On some of the staple manu- 
factures sold largely in the Canadian 
West there is no duty whatever, 
Barbed wire is one of these. On few 
ef the articles which make up the 
bulk of the West’s purchases, is the 
duty adequate for protection. The 
anti-dumping duty is _ le8s effective 
there than in Eastern Canada, for its 
ad valorum rates are based on prices 
which do not include the cost of 
transportation from the point of 
production in the United States to 
the point of distribution to the Cana- 
dian West. Gooods made in Pitts- 
burg and Torwarded to Minneapolis 
are quoted and invoiced to Canadian 
customers by distributors in the lat- 
ter city at the price that would have 
heen charged from Pittsburg. When 
the duties did put some obstacie In 
the way of exporting to Canada the 
railways compensated the shippers in 
some measure by eavceding low 
freight rates. They carried goods 
to the Canadian border very che iply. 
In this way the roads from Chicago 
and Minneapolis have contributed to 
the increase of United States trade 
fn the Canadian West. 

“With the defects of the Customs 
tariff which have been so helpful to 
‘American shippers the Canadian Gov- 
ernment alone can deal. But the 
freight advantages these shippers 
have enjoyed can be made relatively 
less if our railwevys make reductions 
on Canadian goods. This is w hat the 
C. P. R. has done, It has eased its 
eharges by 25c to 40c per hundred 
pounds. The change will tend to put 
Canadizn manufactures on a better 
focting, enabling them in some meas- 
ure to displace American goods. Tn, 
so far as f has this effect it will 
sweli the westbound business of the 
PR.
